I have documented this with 

care and in detail in a book a small faaction of which was just published ijpub date tMs 

coming Monday j, Cas e Open . Ky book was published with the visible haste but the text 

is accurate and understated. I have a file of the complete manuscript with xeroxes of 

all I used in it filed with each chapter. It will be freely available to anyone who has 

an interest, with copies if wanted. 

My credentials are encapsulated on my book's back cover, copy enclosed. 

I am the only one writing about the JTK assassination and its investigations whose
